CAUSES  OF  SICICMSSS. 

The  incidence  of  sickness  was  fairly  normal  during  the  year. 

As  mentioned  before,  unemployment  has  steadily  decreased  in 
the  district,  but  txic  health  advantage  so  gained  may  unfortunately 
offset  by  the  suspension  of  further  slum  clearance  and 
overcrowding  abatement  due  to  the  war. 

Evacuee  Child’’''en  have  been  billeted  wherever  possible  in 
houses  whore  they  will  no"^  cause  overcrowding.

SANITARY  INSPECTION 

The  number  of  inspections  made  during  1942  was  180* 

These  consisted  of  inspections  for  damp,  structural  defects, 
and  conditions  arising. from  overcrowding. 

The  number  of  informal  notices  served  was  88, 

The  abatement  of  83  Drainage  Nuisances  was  carried  out  by 

Council  VJorkiDDn.  ^ v 4-  ^-p 

It  is  now  necessary  for  the  utmost  care  to  be  taken  of 
existing  houses  as  opportunities  for  rehousing  are  scarce,  and 
furthermore  the  possibility  of  having  to  house  or ^billet 
evacuated  families  from  other  areas  must  be  kept  in  mind, 

F_AC  TORIES  :\ND  ^/ORKSHOPS 

There  are  in  your  district,  13  Factories,  11  Bakehouses, 
and  31  Workshops,'*  making' a total  of  55  registered  workshops. 
Inspection  has  been  periodically  made,  especially  as  regards 
ventilation,  light,  limewashing  and  lavatory  accoromodation.

AND  OlFIER  DISEASES. 

DIPHTHERIA  - 3 Cases  wore  notifiod,  oib being  of  school  .age, 

Nono  had  boon  immunised  and  all  recovered  satisfactorily. 

Further  school  iirmiunisation  w as  carried  out  and  approximately 
40^  of  the  children  in  the  district  had  been  protected  by  the 
end  of  the  year, 

CEREBRO  SPINAL  FEVER  - 2 Cases  occurred  and  were  removed  to 
Hospital.  Both  recovered, 

JilEASLES  AND  IVHOOPING  COUGH  - 18  and  13  cases  respectively  were 
notified.  All  were  treated  at  homo  as  v^ore  the  22  Scarlet  Fever 
Cases  which  were  all  of  a very  mild  typo, 

STREPTICIDE  is  available  at  the  Council  Offices  for  the 
treatment  of  puerperal  pj^-rexia,  but  fortunately  as  in  1941,  there 
were  no  oases.
